Washington Gossip. 


ASHINGTON, Mareh 17.—Wit- 
bave turned up whoadmit re- 
ceiving 5,000, 7,000 and 10 000 dollars 
for their personal influence with the 
Secretary of the Navy tosecure pay- 
ment of old claims.

A Big Suit. 

New March 17.—A suit has 
been brought in the Supreme Court 
of this State by the Union censolida- 
ted Mining Co. of Tennessee against 
Julius E. Rabt, its former superin- 
tendent, charging him with defraud- 
ing the company in the course of 10 
years out of 1,275,000 doliars and 
charging his brotber Charles Raht 
former Secretary and John Thomas 
who was President urtil last Novem- 
ber with conniving at and aiding in 
the frauds of the first named defen- 
dant; the method of alleged frauds is 
asserted to have been through what 
is known in England and tosome ex- 
tent in this country as ‘‘The store 
system’? by which claims are paid 
from the company’s store in mer- 
chandise instead of cash. 


The Sierra Leone War. 

SIERRA LEONE, AFRICA, March 17, 
—The war at Cape Palmas is abou: 
ended. The latest fighting was 3 
weeks agowhen the Greboes altacked 
the town of Topman and were re- 
nee with heavy loss. The Uvited 

tates frigate Alaska arriyed at Cape 
Palmas The Captain was instruc- 
ted to arbitrate between Liberiaiis 
and Greboes; there was to be a meet- 
ing on the 26th of February when it 
thought a_ treaty would be 


gred. 

Mr. Roberts, Ex-President of Libe- 
ria died at Monrovia on the 24th of 
February and was buried with mili- 
tary honors next day. 


Still More Financial Trouble in E.one 
don. 


LonpDon, March 17.—After the 
ular busivess hours yesterday there 
was renwed distrest among stock 
operators and a general relapse in 
prices. Two failures occurred this 
morning ; the liabilitie~ of each wer 
small; their business was restricted 
to home. The railways are depressed 
by large quantities of siock thrown 
on the market in coasequence of Jit. 
tle failures. Foreign securities are 
strong and in most cases better 
prices are realized.
